The 
FNP  option  can  be  completed  in  two.  three  or  four  years.  The  postmasters  certificate  options 
can  be  tailored  to  prior  student  course-work  and  takes  3-5  semesters  to  complete.  The  Master 
of  Science  Nursing  program  is  accredited  by  the  Commission  on  Collegiate  Nurse  Educa- 
tion. Upon  completion  of  the  program,  clinical  option  graduates  are  prepared  to  work  as 
Clinical  Nurse  Specialists,  Case  Managers  or  Family  Nurse  Practitioners  and  are  eligible  to 
take  national  certification  examinations.

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The  Nevada  Wolf  Pack  (17-13,  9-9)  proved  many  doubters  wrong  in  2001-02.  After  being  picked  to  finish  eighth  in  the  WAC  Preseason  Men's 
Basketball  Coaches  Poll  and  10th  in  the  WAC  Pre-season  Men's  Basketball  Media  Poll,  Nevada  finished  tied  for  fifth.  Nevada  advanced  to  the 
semifinals  of  the  WAC  Tournament  after  beating  SMU  72-66  in  the  quarter-finals.  Their  regular  season  included  a  win  over  WAC  regular 
season  co-champ,  WAC  Tournament  Champion,  and  NCAA  qualifier  Hawaii,  as  well  as  sweeping  of  conference  opponent  and  NIT  qualifier 
Fresno  State.  It  was  the  Wolf  Pack's  best  season  since  the  1996-97  club  that  finished  21-10  and  advanced  to  the  NIT  second  round.  Nevada's 
six  road  victories  in  2001-02  were  one  more  than  the  previous  three  years  combined  and  its  10  home  wins  were  the  most  since  1997-98. 
Broken  Records 

The  2001-02  squad  inked  the  history  books  in  several  team  categories.  As  a  team,  Nevada  made  more  free  throws  (45  vs.  Boise  State)  and 
attempted  more  free  throws  (61  vs.  Cal.  Northridge)  than  any  team  in  Pack  history.  Against  the  Broncos,  Nevada  also  set  the  record  for  free 
throws  made  in  a  WAC  game,  breaking  the  previous  mark  of  39  set  by  Utah  vs.  Arizona  State  during  the  1974-75  season.  The  Pack  also  tied 
the  mark  of  free  throws  attempted  during  a  WAC  game  with  55  matching  New  Mexico's  55  against  Wyoming  during  the  1965-66  season. 
Nevada  made  644  free  throws  on  the  year,  also  a  Nevada  record.  By  scoring  94  points  vs.  Boise  State,  Nevada  set  the  record  for  the  most 
points  by  a  Wolfpack  team  in  a  WAC  game. 
Pack  Youth 

The  Pack  received  considerable  contributions  from  a  number  of  freshman  and  sophomore  players.  Nevada's  two  freshman,  Kirk  Snyder,  and 
Kevinn  Pinkeney,  both  played  significant  roles  in  the  Pack's  success  this  season.  Snyder  started  10  games,  averaged  13.7  points  and  4.6  re- 
bounds for  the  season  and  led  the  team  in  scoring  three  times.  Pickney  played  in  29  games  averaging  3.2  points  and  3.2  rebounds  and  picked 
up  a  double  double  (12  points  and  10  rebounds)  in  a  win  at  Rice.

The  Executive  Vice  President  serves 
as  chair  of  the  Clubs  and  Organiza- 
tions Board  and  the  Publications 
Board.  The  Executive  Vice  President 
serves  as  president  following  the 
incapacity  or  vacancy  of  the 
Presidents  office.  This  position  also 
serves  as  ASUN  treasurer  and  a 
liaison  between  Senate  and  all 
ASUN-recognized  clubs  and  organi- 
zations. 
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The  ASUN  Senate  had  a  roller  coaster  ride  in  2001- 
2002.  The  Senate  got  off  to  a  bit  of  a  rocky  start  with  the  resig- 
nations of  four  senators  early  in  the  fall  semester,  one  being 
the  Speaker  of  the  Senate.  But  the  Senate  persevered,  appoint- 
ing four  new  senators  and  electing  a  new  Speaker  of  the  Sen- 
ate. From  then  on  the  Senate  never  looked  back,  tackling  is- 
sues like  athletic  preregistration,  tuition  increases,  and  the 
University  s  strategic  planning. 

They  also  passed  eight  recommendations  for  issues  such 
as  the  establishment  of  a  hate  crimes  policy,  research  for  debit 
card  technology  for  university  food  services,  and  the  autonomy 
and  support  of  the  women  s  studies  program  in  the  university  s 
strategic  plan. 

Of  the  five  resolutions  they  passed  one  included  a  bill 
that  supported  United  States  House  of  Representatives  Bill  H.R. 
786,  repealing  the  ban  on  federal  financial  aid  to  students  with 
drug  convictions.  The  Senate  also  resolved  to  change  the  clubs 
and  organizations  requirements  to  include  the  Title  IX  exemp- 
tion, allowing  fraternities  and  sororities  to  become  ASUN  clubs. 

The  school  also  passed  nine  constitutional  amendments 
to  the  ASUN  Constitution  to  be  placed  on  the  general  ballot 
for  the  student  population  to  vote  on.  Among  the  constitutional 
amendments  passed  by  the  student  body  was  the  creation  of  a 
new  ASUN  Vice  President  for  Clubs  and  Organizations  to  be- 
gin in  the  2003-2004  year.  This  amendment  allows  the  current 
Executive  Vice  President  to  focus  on  the  Publications  Board. 


The  ASUN  student  government  is  composed  of  three 
branches:  Executive,  Judicial,  and  Legislative.  All 
positions  are  filled  by  elected  or  appointed  under- 
graduate students.  Elections  are  held  each  March 
and  appointments  are  ongoing  throughout  the  year. 


The  Jot  Travis  Student 
Union  (JTSU)  is  the  cen- 
ter of  student  life.

It  was  supposed  to  be  on 
the  radio.  I  know  because  I  went  to  one  of  the  very  first  meetings.  My  biggest  concern  then,  as  it  is  now,  was  finding  an  available  frequency  to  broadcast 
on  No  one  else  thought  that  was  a  necessary  step  at  the  time.

And 
we  do  so  gladly. 


Are  you  the  same  people  as  the  Sagebrush,  or  the  Ablaze,  or  the 
student  newspaper,  or  the  quarterly  senate  update? 

We  get  asked  these  sorts  of  questions  a  lot  at  the  Brushfire.  It  so 
happens  that  many  of  the  student  publications  at  the  University  of 
Nevada  have  very  similar  names.  The  Brushfire  is  the  ASUN-man- 
dated  student  literary  publication  of  UNR.  The  ASUN-mandated 
student  newspaper  of  UNR  is  The  Sagebrush.  The  quarterly  senate 
update,  mandated  by  the  ASUN,  is  The  Ablaze.  It  s  easy  to  see  how 
the  confusion  arises:  If  you  set  sagebrush  ablaze,  you  get  a  brushfire. 
Things  should  be  less  confusing  in  the  future  because  senate  re- 
moved The  Ablaze  s  funding  this  year,  deeming  it  redundant  with  the 
fine  senate  coverage  provided  by  The  Sagebrush.  So,  just  think  of 
The  Sagebrush  as  The  Brush  ,  and  The  Brushfire  as  The  Fire  .  And 
don  t  think  of  The  Ablaze  at  all. 

On  a  similar,  though  more  obscure  note,  the  ASUN-mandated  student 
yearbook  is  called  Artemisia.  This  is  the  genus  name  for  common 
sagebrush  (artemisia  tridentata).

We 

were  present  and  played  a  key  role  in  the  campaigning 

process  and  election  of  John  Ensign,  served  many  hours 

tutoring  and  mentoring  underprivileged  elementary 
school  children  at  the  Nevada  Leadership  Academy,  and 
also  kept  up  in  sports  and  other  various  community- 
based  athletics. 
The  structure  of  the  house  has  newer  been  better. 
New  lighting  fixtures  brighten  the  halls  and  some  major 
renovations  being  planned  will  leave  the  castle  looking 

better  than  ever. 
The  Fall  semester  came  and  went  faster  than  anybody 

could  have  expected.    By  the  semester's  end  we 

initiated  over  1700  members  at  our  chapter,  a  highly 

respectable  number  \n  the  fraternity's  88  plus  years  on 

UNR's  campus.   With  another  big  Spring  to  keep  up  the 

spirit,  the  actives  and  alumni  are  proud  of  the  hard 

work  and  rewards  that  went  into  the  year. 

As  the  year  wound  down  and  the  summer  begins 

the  men  of  Sigma  Nu  plan  on  ending  the  year  with  a 

bang  and  having  a  long,  busy  summer.   The  annual  White 

Rose  trip  to  Rosarito  Beach,  Mexico  allowed  for  some 

well-deserved  rest  and  relaxation  among  friends  and 

brothers.   This  summer,  the  fun  will  continue  as  road 

trips  and  backpacking  excursions  through  Europe  are 

only  some  of  the  journeys  that  we  will  be  encountering 

before  the  school  year  returns. 
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Kappa  Lambda  was  formed  in  1921  by  a  small 
group  of  men  who  felt  the  Greek  System  at 
UNR  was  lacking.  The  founding  members  were 
Lincoln  Hall  residents  who  eventually  took  over 
that  building  for  a  short  period  of  time. 
Founded  with  a  spirit  of  irreverence  and 
camaraderie,  Kappa  Lambda  quickly  outgrew 
Lincoln  Hall.  The  men  of  Kappa  Lambda  never 
took  themselves  very  seriously;  they  thought  of 
themselves  as  a  foil  to  the  hard  nosed,  hard 
hazing  fraternities  that  were  on  campus  at  the 
time.  Many  people  were  curious  about  what  the 
letters  of  Kappa  Lambda  meant  and  for  what 
the  fraternity  stood  for.   The  men  of  Kappa 
Lambda  would  always  answer  cryptically  that 
the  letters  meant  nothing  at  all,  and  people 
should  quit  asking. 
In  time,  after  much  growth  and  progress,  the  men  of  Kappa  Lambda  decided  it  was  time  to  take  on 
a  national  identity.   They  found  that  the  ideals  of  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  most  closely  fit  their  own.   In 
1928  they  applied  to  become  a  chapter  of  Lambda  Chi  Alpha,  and  in  1929  they  were  granted  their 
chapter.    With  Letus  Wallace  as  the  first  initiate  and  president,  the  Epsilon  Iota  Zeta  (chapter) 
was  installed  on  /V\arch  30,  1929. 

The  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  fraternity  at  the  University  of  Nevada  emphasizes  making  its  members' 
experience  at  college  the  best  possible  while  also  teaching  responsibility  and  how  to  survive  in  the 
world  outside  the  university.    We  are  able  to  do  this  by  upholding  a  balanced  social,  sport, 
scholastic,  leadership,  and  community  involvement  program.    We  also  expect  our  members  to  uphold 
a  high  standard  for  not  only  themselves  and  the  fraternity,  but  also  for  the  people  around  them. 

The  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  house 
currently  sits  on  225  University  Terrace 
and  has  been  there  since  the  birth  of  the 
fraternity  in  1929.   Two  structures  have 
occupied  the  land  there.   The  second  of 
two  is  the  current  structure,  which  was 
built  in  the  early  50's.  As  you  can  imagine, 
it  is  in  desperate  need  for  renovation. 
With  tremendous  effort  from  our  Alumni 
we  have  raised  enough  money  to  renovate 
the  current  chapter  house. 
The  plans  for  the  house  structure  remain 
the  same,  but  the  interior  will  be  totally 
renovated.   The  new  chapter  house  will 
have  state  of  the  art  equipment  built  into 
it,  such  as  Ethernet  hook-ups  through  the 
house  and  will  house  27  members.   It  will 
also  have  three  large  bathrooms,  compared 
to  the  one  large  and  small,  now.   Of  the 
three  bathrooms,  one  will  be  strictly  a 
ladies  room. 

The  work  has  started  on  the  chapter 
house,  as  the  fraternity  members  were 
asked  to  find  other  housing  for  the  spring 
semester  of  2002.   The  house  will  be 
ready  for  all  the  members  to  occupy  in 
August. 
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The  ladies  of  Tri  Delta  are  a  diverse  group 
of  talented  women  who  take  pride 
in  our  campus  and  our  community.  Each 
semester  we  participate  in  highway 
and  neighborhood  cleanups.  We  have 
adopted  a  section  of  N.  McCarran 
Boulevard.  We  enjoy  participating  in  intra- 
mural sports  on  campus.  This 
year  we  won  the  women's  swim  meet  and 
took  second  place  in  football.  Our 
members  are  also  involved  in  many  other 
campus  clubs  and  fraternities  such 
as  Delta  Sigma  Pi,  Greek  Honors 
Society,  Phi  Alpha  Delta,  Sagens,  Ad  Club, 
Broadcast  club,  Jazz  Band,  Marching  Band, 
Dance  Team,  and  ACLU.  Heidi 
Rentsch  is  the  senator  for  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Science.  Erin  Post  is 
the  ambassador  for  the  College  of  Agricul- 
ture, Biotechnology  and  Natural 
Resources.  Melissa  Cook  was  the  2001 
Miss  Reno  Rodeo  and  Abbie  Van  Curen 
was  the  2001  Miss  Rodeo  Nevada. 

Our  philanthropy  is  Childrens  Cancer  Charities.  In  the  fall,  we  host  a 
Softball  tournament  with  the  fraternities  called  Frats  at  Bat.  In  the 
spring,  we  have  a  fashion  show  luncheon.  This  year  we  raised  over
